Those that do not suspend are reducing their 
force, The result is, that tens of thousands 
of employees are being thrown out of business 
just as the winter is se in, This must 
necessarily produce great suffeting among 
this worthy clags of pvople and their families, 
and we regret very much to see it. And we 
think it the duty of each manufacturing ¢s- 
tablishment, machine shop, railroad company 
or other corporation or establishment employ- 
ing large numbers of persons, and who are 
under the necessity on account of the pres- 
sure of contracting their operations, and 
lessening their expenses, to do co as fer as 
possible by a reasonable reduction of wages 
and by working all their operatives, or as 
nearly so as possible, if need be, on short 
time, This is certainly better taan that a 
large proportion shall be thrown entirely out 
of the business as those whose wages are re- 
duced or who work only half time may be 
able to get through the winter and support 
their families in this way, which they cannot 
do without great suffering when thrown en- 
tirely out of business. 

We are glad to see that our Southern rail- 
road companies and factories are adopting 
this line of policy, and throwing as few as 
possible entirely out of employment. But 
the employees and operatives, whose wages 
are reduced, or who are put upon short time 
have this advantage, that the price of pro- 
visicns is also greatly reduced, on account of 
the money pressure, and they can buy more 
with less money than they could a few 
months ago. Almost every article of neces- 
sity, in clothing and provisions, except, per- 
haps, coffee and flour, is much lower than it 
was four months ago, and we see the tenden- 
cy of flour is downward. Whi'e this is to 
the disadvantage of both the farmer and the 
merchant it benefits the employee and the 
operative, and enables them still to live on 
the reduced wages, for which they are 
obliged to work. 

In one or two instances,asin East Tennes- 
see, a portion of the railroad men have 
struck, because their wages were reduced. 
This they had a right to do, if they did not 
choose to work at the wages offered; but they 
had no right, by intimidation and force, to 
prevent others from working, who were 
Willing todoso. We think the meeting of 
the Railroad Presidents and Superintendents 
took the proper ground on the subject, in 
Chattanooga, as the resolutions published by 
us on Friday morning. They do not pretend 
that they have aright to control any man’s 
labor, without his consent, nor that any one 
is under obligation to work for them, at the 
wages Offered, or to submit to their rules and 
discipline, unless he chooses to remain in 
theiremployment and do so. Any person 
dissatisfied, on either ground, has a perfect 
right to quit their service. 

They deny, however, most emphatically 
that he has a right to enter into any combi- 
nation to stop the running of trains, or by 
intimidation or force, to prevent others from 
submitting to thediscipline and working for 
the weges offered, who are willing to do so. 
This, itseems to us, is the true ground, and 
public sentiment will hardly sustain any class 
of persons in an effort to stop the operation 
of any company, by compelling other opera- 
tives or employees, by force, to leave its 
service who are satisfied with its discipline 
and its wages. 

We see that the East Teanessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad Company has com- 
menced action against the strikers for $500,- 
C00 damages, and that they have obtained 
an irjunction in the Court of Chancery, re- 
Straining them from further interference 
with the running of trains. This will, of 
course, stop any further obstruction of trains 
by force, or intimidation, or the strikers who 
attempted, in defiance of the order of the 
Court of Chancery to stop trains, will be 
met by thesheriff, who has the right tocall 
out the whole population of the county to 
suppress such violence, and the result will, 
of course, be their imprisonment, under the 
order of Chancery. 

We regret to see;the unfortunate position 
in which these misguided employees have 
placed themselves. They have not compre- 
hended the financial situation, and the great 
reduction of prices and shrinkage of values, 
and they have attempted to compel the Com- 
pany to pay them as high wages as they re- 
ceived in the prosperous times of expansion. 
In their effort they have used violence, and 
got themselves into a difficulty, and we see 
that the Directors of the Company have sus- 
tained the Vice President,and have determined 
that they shall not haveemployment hereafter 
unless they submit to the terms of the Com- 
pamy. And the presidents of all the other 
leading railroads have resolved that they will 
in no case give employment to the persons 
who have put themselves in such a situation, 
which throws them permanently out of bus- 
iness as railroad men. This is a great mise 
fortune to them, and we regret to see that 
misguided judgment and bad counsels have 


{led them to place themselves in this unfor- 


tunate situation. We trust there may 
soon be a better state of things, and that the 
necessities for the discharge of operatives for 
placing them on short time, and for the re- 
duction of wages, may cease to exist. But 
until times change, we advise capitalists who 
control these institutions, to act with all the 
liberality possible towards their employees, 
and we advise employees to submit to rea- 
sonable reductions, or to short time, when 
the exigencies make it really necessary for 
those employing them. to resort to this un- 
pleasant alternative.

In answer to the above, we have no doubt 
Mr. Welch is honest in his opinion, but as a 
man who is at the foot of a hill cannot see 
as far around him as if he were on thetop, 
we think it is likely he is mistaken. 

NEW YORE. 

The market has been weak and declining 
almost every day; sales of spot cotton 
7,691 baies; at adecline of 13-8 cents a 
pound: closing more steady. Contracts have 
been very active; sales 115,000 bales, at a 
general decline of one cent a pound. For 
the general reasons of this continued decline 
we refer our readers to No. 9. We have 
just received a letter from one of the largest 
cottcn houses in New Yorkcity. They have 
always been on thebull side, and areso now; 
as far as itis prudent to be. They sum up 
the causes of the extreme decline as follows: 

“Freights are high. Exchange and gold 
low ; cotton, at present prices, is now about 
as high forexportas it was last May or June. 
Taking freights, gold and exchange; freights 
were then 1-4 penny, now 13-16; makinga 
difference of 1 1-4cents. Goldand exchange 
13 per cent. less, making a difference of 2 3-4 
cents. Total 4 cents; which would bring 
present prices up to 17 1-2 cents, Our 
spinners are doing very little; and the conti- 
nent is buying but little; so, taken altogetber, 
I do not see just where the thing is to end.” 

LIVERPOOL. 

The market has been dull and heavy all 
the week, at a decline of one cent a pound. 
The causes the same as we reported last week; 
added to which is the rise in the rate of in- 
terest to nine per cent., which is higher than 
it has been in seven years. This very high 
rate of interest prevents dealers from buying 
goods; thus causing the demand to be very 
short. So spinners having but few orders, 
are not willing to buy much cotton. Holders 
of cotton, finding money very high, with 
some prospect of a further rise, are pressing 
their cotton on the market; and thus reducing 
the price. It has been thought by most per- 
sons, there would be a scarcity of Amercan 
cotton in Liverpool, this month. 
But now there is no longer any danger of 
that; as there is now instock, and afloat 
for Liverpool, £179,000, bales; which is 
six weeks supply; and from 25 to 30,000 
bales will be shipped by steamereach week. 
i; The principal cause of the very high rate 
of freight is, the pressure to ship wheat and 
corn to Europe; for which there is a great 
demand, at high prices,on account of the 
failure of the bread crops throughout 
Europe. 

EGYPIIAN COTTON, 
Our last letter from Alexandria, Ezypt, 
under date of October 2){h, says: 
“The receipts of cotton thus far, are much 
larger than last year, and of a much better 
quality. It is now believed that the crop 
will be enough larger to make, with the dif- 
ference in quality, fully 8 per cent. increase 
over last year.” 
The following is the total crop of Egyptian 
cotton for the past nine years. It will be 
seen that the crop has increased, regularly, 
for the past seven years, until it is as large 
now as it was at the close of our war. When 
it is taken into account that this cotton is

bog NORTHERN GEORGIA. 
Before the war, Southern and Southwestern 


Georgia was called the cotton belt, and povr 
lands were wortb, in that section, ten to 
twenty dellaras an acre; whilst in upper 


Georgia poor lands sold for two to five dol- 
lars an acre. Now the facts are just reversed. 
This latitude is becoming the garden spot of 
Georgia, for planting and growing cotton. 
The average of lower Georgia is one bale to 
four acres, or at most to three acres ; whilst 
here the average is one bale to two acres, 
and often a baie to one acre. 

We know of many fields where every 
staik of cotton has bolls from top to bottom, 
and will average thirty bales to forty acres. 
The caterpillars never reach this part of the 
country untiljthe last of September, and then 
do much more good than harm by stripping 
off the leaves and allowing the bolls to ma- 
ture and open before the frost. The season 
in this upper country, with its poor, barren 
hills, has always been supposed to be too 
short to grow cotton to alvantage, as the 
spring is about two weeks later than in 
Southwestern Georgia. But this is now fully 
made up by the use of fertilizers, which, if 
judiciously used, will force the cotton for- 
ward so fast as to allow fully three weeks 
difference in the season. 

In lower Georgia the sickly climate and 
the caterpillar often cause an almost entire 
failure of the crop; whilst in this latitude 
the laborer has fine health all the year, so he 
does not lose his crop from inability to work 
it; and caterpillars and boll worms never 
injure the crop. Three thousgnd dollars in- 
vested in a cotton plantation in thia part of 
the State will yield more income, with 
greater enjoyment, than five thousand dol- 
lars invested in the same way in the black 
belt of Georgia. 

SHIPPING COTTON. 

Where is the steamship that was to take 
2,000 bales of cotton from Port Royal, 8. C. 
to Liverpool? We fear she has been lost in 
aome storm on the ocean. So,if another 
steamship is not chartered and loaded very 
soon, the price may be so low in Liverpool 
by the time the cotton reaches that part it 
will not pay a large profit. 

HOLDING COTTON. 

Where are those persons who were not 
Only holding their own cottcn, and thus 
breaking faith with those who gave them 
credit,on their promise to pay as soon as 
their cotton was ready for market, but have 
encouraged and advised others to hold who 
in the honesty of their hearts, were willing 
to sell their cotton to pay their honest debts; 
and thus keep their word good with their 
fellow men. All those persons who have 
held their cotton have already lost twenty 
dollars a 2ale On it, and may lose ten or fif- 
teen more. 

It is true we have persons among us who 
are able to buy, who say it is cheap enough. 
They have been saying so ever since it fell to 
15j cents. Such persons are always putting 
off the time to buy. Once they promised to 
buy at 15 cents. Then they declared they 
would put their “bottom dollar’ in cotton at 
121-2 cénts. Now,they say they will sell 
out everything and invest it all in cotton at 
10 cents’ We have no faith in such men. 
They canaot be depended on, in the hour of 
danger or trouble. If no one suffered but 
those who have advised others to hold their 
cotton it would make no difference, but many 
women and children will suffer from the ef- 
fects of their foolish advice. 

STOPPAGE OF MILLS. 

The most of the cotton mills at the North 
and West are either running half time or 
stopped altogether. Some of the mills at 
the South have stopped, others are running 
short time. When will they resume? That 
is the question. It is true several say they 
have shut down only a week or two for re- 
pairs; but will they resume agaia right in 
the face of large stocks of unsalable goods, 
and a prospect of a positive loss? We think 
not. When they will resume it is impossible 
to anticipate. 

But it is likely all the mills will not be 
running full time until there is a good de- 
mandsfor goods for the next springand sum- 
mer trade. Thereis now more winter goods, 
already manufactured, than can possibly be 
sold. And many of them will have to be 
carried over until another winter. When the 
best calico is retailed for ten cents a yard 
and a fine article of bleached shirting is re- 
tailed at 124 cents, and Augusta yard wide 
sheetings are retailed at ten cents, it is likely 
the mills will resume work ; and we shall 
have prosperous times again. 

THE BRIGHT SIDE. 
For the past few years everything bas had 
a@ fictitious value. We have been walking on 
stilts. Now everything is shrinking to its 
true value. Cotton is not the only thing 
that has fallen or will fall. Southern farm- 
ers will plant large crops of corn and grain. 
All Western produce will be cheap. All 
kinds of goods will be so much cheaper that
